Remarks 

The Examiner has indicated that the reply mailed 
November 13, 2003 was not fully responsive. The Examiner 
requested that applicants provide a list of claims that read on 
the elected species and that applicants reaffirm their election 
of Group III. 

Applicants reaffirm Group III claims (i.e., claims 7- 
20, 23-36 and 42-44) for further prosecution. This election is 
made expressly without waiver of applicants' right to file 
divisional or continuing applications directed to the 
inventions of the claims in the non-elected Groups and claiming 
priority and benefit from this application under 
35 U.S.C. § 120. 

Applicants intend to request rejoinder of claims 1-6, 
3 7 and corresponding dependent claims with the elected group if 
and when any of the Group III claims are found allowable. 
Accordingly, applicants have not canceled these claims. 

The Examiner has also requested that applicants 
provide a list of claims that read on the elected species.
